out of writing" — didn't bother 
Turner. He told me he 
never 


got beyond the fourth 
or 
fifth 


grade of school. But

knew 


spelling, 
syntax, 
and 
facts — 


and he read every book in 
my 


Harvard Classics . . .you 
know, 


the set that takes up five feet in 
a bookcase. 


Later Brown went on the tele- 


iygraph desk at El Dorado, edit-

headlines. He quit in order to try 
his hand at publishing

Washington Telegraph, at 
Wash- 


ington, this county, which was 
about 1926. From there he went 
to the Nashville (Tenn.) Tennes- 
sean and became a well-known 
feature writer, including 
pieces for the magazines.

Fail-field, 111., June 7 OT>)— An 


unseen gunman t o d a y 
killed a 


third of the five Shelton brothers, 
whose family gang has been an Il- 
linois sourge for decades. 


Roy Shelton, about 59, was shot 


twice, then run over by the har- 
row and disk rig with which he 
had been cultivating his P o n d 
Creek bottom farm 12 miles south- 
west of Fail-field. 


A farm hand, Frank McKibben, 


about 49, who was driving a sec- 
ond tractor about 100 feet 
away, 


was shot at twice when he went to 
Shelton's aid. McKibben 
was< not 


hit. 


Bullets struck Roy in the back 


and groin. He toppled from 
the 


tractor seat and his body was badly 
mutilated by the harrow and disks 
which passed over him. 


For decades, three of the Shelton 


brothers had been central figures 
in gang warfare in southern Illi- 
nois. The notorious 
three 
were 


Carl and Bernie, now dead 
of 


ambush wounds, and big Earl who 
has twice recovered from such at- 
tacks.

U.S. Opposes 
Armingof 
West Germany 


"Washington, June 7 —(fl»j— Secre- 


tary of State Acheson said 
today 


the United States opposes any re- 
armament of Western Germany as 
a means of bolstering the security 
of the West. 


Acheson made this statement at 


a news conference in commenting 
on the testimony of Gen. Omar 
Bradley before a c o n g ressional 
committee yesterday. Bradley said 
that rearming Western G e r many 
would strengthen the West "from 
a strictly military point of view." 


Acheson told r e p o r t e r s that 


Bradley had made it quite 
clear 


that he is not advocating rearming 
the Germans — and that his opin- 
ion was strictly a military judg- 
ment. 


Acheson also said the U n i t e d 


States is willing to consider "any 
possibilities" proposed by Trygve 
Lie for settlement of East - West 
differences. But, he added, "there 
is no magic" for ending the cold

confidential talks revealed but that 
all four nations left him confident 
hey still rely on the U.N. for nego 
iation on world problems.

concretely for the first time his 10 
jroposals for a 20-year peace pro- 
gram. 


Lie said he is going to push his

meets here Sept. 19. He has said 
n previous statements that if the 
Chinese question is not settled by 
hen, the assembly would meat in 
confusicfn.

000 posted for two men who were 
supposed to show up at the peni- 
tentiary but didn't. 


The bonds were executed for 


Martin Lane and Harry Smith of 
Chicago, who were ordered to the 
state prison farm last week to be- 
gin serving 22-year sentences for 
burglary and grand larceny. The 
two, convicted in Mississippi coun- 
ty, didn't appear and haven't been 
located. 


The attorney general's o f f i c e 


yesterday asked the Supreme court 
to forfeit the bonds — $15,000 
for 


each man — posted by thu Conti- 
nental Casualty company of Chi- 
cago. The bonds enabled the men 
to remain at liberty while an ap- 
peal was pending from sentence of 
the Mississippi Circuit court.

"Best results in distribution of the 
sod has been obtained by cutting 
the sod into three Or four 
inch 


lengths. The land should be pre- 
pared in advance by flat break- 
ing or discing, and be fairly free 
from weeds or other foulenss.
